Final tax revision

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WASHINGTON (U P I) — After almost 
three years of effort, congressional tax 
writers have produced the final version 
of a major tax revision bill that will 
touch every American’s pocketbook. 
A committee completed the task 
of reconciling the differences between 
House and Senate versions of the mas­ 
sive bill Thursday night after a flurry of 
last-minute decisions, including a sur­ 
prise decision to include significant es­ 
tate tax revisions. 
The legislation, the first major tax bill 
since 1969, continues the current $17.3 
billion in tax cuts through 1977, while 
hundreds of other tax “ reform” provi­ 
sions will raise a net $1.6 billion in new 
federal tax revenue. 
In 1978 and later years, as estate tax 
changes come into play, the federal 
revenue gain will drop to about $985 
million a year. 
Dozens of special interests, ranging 
from railroads to working parents, will 
benefit from the bill while dozens of 
others will lose, such as wealthy profes­ 
sionals who have used tax shelters to 
avoid taxation on their excess income 
President Ford is expected to sign it 
despite bitter opposition to one provision 


denying certain foreign tariff breaks to 
companies that cooperate in inter­ 
national boycotts such as the Arab 
boycott of Israel. The administration 
complained this would hamper their 
Middle East peace efforts. 
Changes in estate tax had been 
demanded by farmers and others who 
said heirs were being forced to sell fami­ 
ly property to pay the tax. 
The major estate tax change is to 
greatly increase the current $60,000 ex­ 
emption — the amount of estate on which 
no tax must be paid This would be 
changed to a tax credit that would be the 
equivalent of $120.666 in 1977, gradually 
increasing over five years to a perma­ 
nent $175.625 in 1981 and later years. 
Surviving spouses would get an ad­ 
ditional exemption of either $250,000 or 
one-half the gross estate. 
Estate tax relief would be phased in 
over a five-year period, after which the 
estimated 127.000 estates now subject to 
the tax would be pared down to 50,000 —• 
an estimated 2 per cent of all estates 
Curbs also were put on “ generation- 
skipping trusts” — used by th* wealthy 
to avoid inheritance taxes for as long as 
a century. 


leak forcing evacuations

A tanker truck carrying 35,000 gallons 
of toxic chemical sprang a leak while en 
route to Vandenberg Air Force Base this 
morning forcing the temporary evacua­ 
tion of nearby residents, and resulting in 
the hospitalization of a fireman. 
The incident triggered a four-hour 
emergency that ended when Air Force 
technicians hauled the ailing tanker to 
the base via a backdoor route as a 
precaution. 
A Vandenberg A ir Force Base 
fire m a n , 
M ic h a e l 
M arko w as 
hospitalized as a precuation after ap­ 
parently inhaling some of the fumes that 
enveloped the rear portion of the tank 
truck. 
The drama erupted shortly after 7.30 
a m. today when the driver of a Pacific 
Intermountain 
truck-trailer 
spotted 
orange fumes coming from the rear of 
his 60-foot long rig. as he drove along 
Highway 1. south of Lompoc 
Air Force fire and chemical rescue un­ 
its rushed to the scene five miles south of 
Lompoc, near Grefco Road and Cross 
Creek Ranch. County fire units joined 
them and California Highway Patrol of­ 
ficers set up road blocks at Las Cruces 
and Highway 1 in the south, and at 
Highway 1 and 246 on the north A com­ 
mand post was set up at Highway 1 and 
Jalama Road, which was about a mile 
north of the scene. 
The driver of the truck, who was not 
identified, pulled his tanker off the 
highway to the east and backed the ailing 
rear end up against the slope of the 
mountain. 
An Air Force spokesman said the 
chemical was “ nitrogen tetroxide. an ox­ 
idizer used for Titan missiles ” Later, 
the spokesman said “ the leak was from a 
flange area of the cap at top of the 
truck.” There was no spillage, but fumes 
did seep out. The spokesman said there 
were "no toxic vapors” in the fumes and 
that the emergency posed no threat to 
the City of Lompoc 


Highway patrolmen called for the 
evacuation of the Cabral. Romain and 
Turner ranches, as a precaution 
All 
three ranches were within a mile of the 
scene.

Air Force technicians wearing masks 
over their faces and hoods over their 
heads worked on the truck as it sat along 
the side of the road At about 9.30 a m., 
there was an unexplained emergency 
that caused an order for all personnel to 
back off from the truck about a quarter 
of a mile Up until that time the main 
body of the technicians and fire person­ 
nel stood back about 100 to 150 yards 
from the truck. 
That emergency apparently ended 
when the chemical and the fumes were 
analyzed on the scene. 
The truck was bound from Rocky 
M ountain A rsenal in D enver to 
Vandenberg Air Force Base on a routine 
mission according to the spokesman.

All year long, Ford and his aides had 
told Congress the budget it was fashion­ 
ing would run the risk of re-igniting infla­ 
tion. slowing economic recovery and 
worsening unemployment. 
Democrats in Congress contended 
their budget would create a million more 
jobs than Ford’s without risk of new in­ 
flation and would be a step toward 
“ full employment” (usually defined as 4 
per cent unemployment) by 1980

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LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - A mass of 
moist air swept into Southern California 
in advance of the remnants of tropical 
storm Kathleen today, prompting the 
National Weather Service to warn that 
as much as seven inches of rain could fall 
on some mountain and desert areas. 
Operators of Santa Barbara County’s 
early flood warning system said infor­ 
mation indicates a storm of 4 to 7 inches 
of rain is predicted for the mountain 
river system east of Cachuma. The 
operators said it would take a storm of 
nine to 10 inches over a span of a day or 
so to fill Cachuma Reservoir, which had 
a surface elevation above sea level this 
morning of about 735 feet. Spill occurs at 
750 feet. 
A total of .12 inches of rain had fallen 
in Lompoc Valley as of 8 a.m. today. 
Solvang recorded .20 inches with much of 
the hay, grape and tomato growers suf­ 
fering damage. 
Extensive flooding could occur and 
washouts and road closures are likely, 
the Weather Service said in a special 
bulletin issued at 10 a.m. 
Kathleen, the first major tropical 
storm to affect Southern California in 
several years, was located about 200 
miles south-southeast of San Diego and 
was moving northward up Baja Califor­ 
nia, spreading clouds and rain across 
Southern California, Nevada, Utah 
Arizona and western New Mexico. 


“ We expect heavy rain in some 
areas,” the National Weather Service 
said. 
Mountains, foothills and some higher 
desert areas can expect up to seven in­ 
ches of rain while two to four inches will 
fall elsewhere, the service said. 
“ The heaviest rainfall is expected to 
occur today and tonight but showers will 
continue through Saturday, especially 
over and near m ountains,” the 
forecasters said. 
A flash flood watch was in effect for all 
of Southern California, meaning resi­ 
dents in low lying areas should be alert 
for quick action if flooding occurs. 
The advancing storm dumped nearly 
an inch of rain on the Los Angeles Civic 
Center by early today and combined with 
the 19-day-old Rapid Transit District 
strike caused a massive traffic jam on 
all major freeways leading into the 
downtown area. 


The .84 inches of rain recorded at the 
Civic Center by 8 a.m. was the most ever 
recorded on Sept. 10. Previously, only a 
trace had been recorded. 


The Los Padres National Forest 
warned would-be weekend campers to 
beware of rising streams and muddy 
roads. 


Some roads could become impassable 
because of flooding and washouts, the 
Forest Service said.

HBO a moot question to 
Cable tv committee: Ward 


When the City Council’s Cable 
Television Committee meets 
for a public hearing on 
TelePrompTer Inc. cable ser­ 
vice, the m em bers would 
rather have the public tell them 
about reception, switching and 
similar complaints than about 
the Home Box Office situation. 
That was the suggestion to 
the public today by Councilman 
Charles Ward, one of the 
members of the committee, 
who said that complainants 
would find nothing but agree­ 
ment on the part of the commit­ 
tee that something needs to be 
done about a new arrangement 
for getting the Home Box Office 
programming to subscribers 
without depriving other cable 
clients of regular Channel 2 
programming. 
“We on the committee and on 
the council have all the tools we 
need to get the people what they 
want on cable television,” 
Ward told The Record today. 
“TelePrompTer is asking us 
for a 35-cent increase in the 
basic monthly rate, and their 
franchise is going to be coming 
up for renewal. 
“I think that there are enough 
votes on the council so that we 
can tell the cable tv people that 
we will not even look at a 35- 
cent increase in rates until 
some of the problems regarding 
reception are cleared up. and 
that when Channel 2 is put back 
on the cable circuit we will talk 
about renewing the franchise. 


“Until that is done, we will 
tell them that we* will talk to 
everybody else but them about 
a new franchise,’’ Ward said. 
The hearing called by the 
Cable Television Committee 
has been set for next Thursday 
at 7:30 p.m . in council 
chambers at City Hall, 119 W 
Walnut Ave. 
Councilwoman C harlotte 
Benton, who chairs the commit­ 
tee which includes, besides 
Ward. City Attorney Alan 
Davidson and Thomas Froem- 
ming, is inviting residents of 
Vandenberg Village and Mis­ 
sion Hills to attend and provide 
input, favorable or unfavorable, 
for the committee’s considera­ 
tion 
Ward reiterated, “Channel 2 
will come back to the regular 
service or there will be no 
renewal of the franchise,” to 
emphasize that those attending 
the hearing should not plan on 
making the HBO situation a 
major issue 
“It will not be possible to do 
this immediately, but there are 
ways to provide Home Box Of­ 
fice to those subscribers who 
want it and still give Channel 2 
back to the regular viewers. 
“It may cost the HBO sub­ 
scriber another $3 per month to 
obtain the additional tuner to 
make this possible,” Ward said, 
but he repeated a comment he 
made at the council’s meeting 
last Tuesday that it is his belief 
that anyone who can afford the 


$9.95 extra monthly charge for 
HBO would be willing to pay 
$12.95 for the same service. 
“What we really want to hear 
from cable subscribers at the 
hearing next Thursday are com­ 
plaints they have concerning 
weak signals, fuzzy sound, 
o th er bad recep tio n and 
switching problem s,” said 
Ward 
“This way we will know what 
the cable service isn’t doing 
that it should be doing so that 
we can tell them we want it all 
cleared up before we will talk 
to them about any increase in 
rates.”

A solution to the deadlocked 
vote on who will fill the vacancy 
on the Lompoc Beautification 
and Appearance Commission 
apparently emerged today 
when one of the three nominees 
for the position withdrew her 
name from contention.

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Riles angry over Brown's 
veto of education reform 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
State schools chief Wilson Riles 
has accused Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. of abandoning his 
call for educational reform by 
vetoing Riles’ pet project to 
overhaul junior and senior high 
school instruction. 
R iles issued the charge 
Thursday after the governor 
rejected the major legislation, 
citing its costliness in view of 
the “limited taxes we can 
collect” and asserting that 
much of its reform can be 
achieved by the schools them­ 
selves. 
At the same time, Brown 
signed a bill requiring that stu­ 
dents by June 1980 pass a 
proficiency test in reading, 
w riting and m athem atics 
before they can receive a high 
school diploma. 
In a statement released in 
San Diego where he was at­ 
tending a state Board of Educa­ 


tion meeting, Riles said Brown 
“has obviously abandoned his 
previous rhetoric calling for 
educational reform and has 
aligned himself with the status 
quo. 
“But in the light of declining 
test scores along with campus 
vandalism and violence, the 
status quo is untenable. These 
problems will not take care of 
themselves as they are not go­ 
ing to go away.” 
Riles, who said the measure 
has “widespread overwhelming 
support,” declared he plans to 
continue seeking its enactment. 
The R iles’ plan, formally 
called the “Reform of Inter­ 
mediate and Secondary Educa­ 
tion (RISE),” was billed as the 
first major revision of junior 
and senior high school teaching 
in a half century. 
Among other things, Brown 
said the proposal’s goal of man­ 
dating the learning of basic

It was a traditional gesture 
which bosses of the Cook 
County Democratic organiza­ 
tion have bestow ed upon 
presidential candidates they 
have supported. It led to John 
F. Kennedy’s crucial victory in 
the state in 1980 and helped 
Harry Truman win his upset 
election in 1948 
But the 
traditional torchlight blessing 
was withheld from George 
McGovern in 1972. 
“Chicago was absolutely un­ 
b eliev a b le. an exuberant 
Carter told welcomers on his 


arrival in Milwaukee later 
Thursday night. “There were 
hundreds of thousands of people 
in the streets ... there was a 
steady roar of support from the 
beginning of the parade all the 
way to the end. It never stop­ 
ped.” 
Today, Carter was to wind up 
the first week of his fall cam­ 
paign with a stop in a Serbian 
district of Milwaukee and then 
fly on to Florida to address the 
International Association of 
Machinists union. The ethnic 
and labor mix is a pattern he 
has been following all week. 
Carter rode with Daley and 
Sen.

Ford seeks support 
of Catholic leaders 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Ford, in favor of a 
constitutional amendment to let 
states control abortions, sought 
support today from Roman 
Catholic 
leaders 
dissatisfied 
with Jimmy Carter’s stand on 
the “right-to-life” issue. 
Ford arranged a private 
White House meeting with the 
executive committee of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, including Terrence 
Cardinal Cooke of New York 
and Archbishop Joseph L Ber­ 
nard in of Cincinnati Ford aides 
said the abortion issue topped a 
broad agenda of subjects to be 
discussed. 
In advance of the session, 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said Ford would not alter his 
longstanding opposition to a 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment to ban abortions because 
the President approved of them 
in cases of rape, incest and 
danger to the life of the mother 
But Ford favored an amend­ 
ment that would “restore what 
the Supreme Court took away’ 
in a landmark 1973 ruling on 
abortions “by giving the states 


the authority to put in whatever 
restrictions or regulations they 
want to,” Nessen said. 
The President’s meeting with 
the bishops appeared similar to 
one Carter had with them Aug 
31 and followed widespread 
criticism of the former Georgia 
governor 
by “ right-to-life” 
groups and the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy as a result of his 
refusal to support an anti- 
abortion constitutional amend­ 
ment. 
Although Carter has said he 
personally opposes abortions. 
Bemardin said after heating the 
Democratic candidate's views 
that his “personal opposition is 
not enough. We continue to be 
disappointed with the gover­ 
nor's position and we repeat our 
ca ll for a co n stitu tio n a l 
amendment "

Defector apprently in U.S. 
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LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Russian air force officer Viktor 
Ivanovich Belenko, whose de­ 
fection in a MIG25 Foxbat 
almost certainly handed Ameri­ 
can intelligence a close look at 
one of the most secret and 
sophisticated weapons in the 
Soviet arsenal, was apparently 
hidden somewhere in Southern 
California today. 
It was believed he would be 
taken to Washington soon. 
Belenko arrived in Los 
Angeles Thursday night, secret­ 
ed in the club lounge of a 
Northwest Orient airlines 747 
on a flight from Tokyo 
Defense Department escorts 
whisked him off the plane and 
out of sight 
“He was off the airport and 
gone less than five minutes 
after the plane touched down,” 
an airport spokeswoman said 
Other passengers — who 
never knew he was aboard — 
were held on the plane while the 
29-year-old jet pilot, reportedly 
wearing a wig. hustled out a 
rear door with two other men 
into waiting cars 
Three police cars escorted 
the two Defense Department 
autos swiftly off the runway. 
A police spokesman said later 
the patrol cars dropped away 
after the cars left the airport, 
and police did not know where 
Belenko was taken 
Air Force and D efense 


Department spokesmen refused 
to discuss Belenko’s where­ 
abouts or plans to move him. 
Belenko, a first lieutenant in 
the Soviet Air Force, was 
granted political asylum in the 
United States after landing in 
Northern Japan Monday, taking 
off from his base in Siberia and 
flying under Japanese Defense 
radar. 
His MIG25 Foxbat is the most 
advanced plane the Russians 
have, possibly the most sophis­ 
ticated jet fighter in the world. 
The chance to examine one 
presented 
U.S. 
intelligence 
agencies with a windfall. 
The plane still was in the 
hands of Japanese authorities 
in Hakodate. 500 miles north of 
Tokyo, where he landed, and 
the Russian government was in­ 
sisting it be returned im ­ 
mediately. 
Although the Japanese gov­ 
ernment said no one had ex­ 
amined the plane but its own of­ 
ficials. an American military 
source in Hawaii commented: 
“You can bet your paycheck 
we’ll know just about every­ 
thing there is to know about 
that plane before the Russians 
get it back.” 
Belenko met briefly with 
Vasilli M 
Sadovinkov, first 
secretary of the Soviet Embas­ 
sy in Tokyo, shortly before his 
departure from Japan, ac­

“It was asking <van der Byl ) 
too much to do justice to both 
defense and foreign affairs. 
Smith told parliament. He said 
pressure would increase on Van 
der Byl — an indication he 
foresees new peace initiatives 
now that the U S involvement 
in solving southern Africa s 
problems is deepening 
The prime minister also said 
he has conducted an appraisal 
of his white minority govern­ 
m ent's m ilitary offensive 
against the guerrillas 
“I have now established a 
small and streamlined war 
council 
to exercise im ­ 
mediate and close control and 
direction of the campaign, 
he 
said. 
Government 
sources said 
Smith made the changes in 
order to take greater personal 
charge of the 46-month anti- 
guerrilla campaign 
Security force headquarters, 
meanwhile, announced that

Backe-Hansen. 64. at a trading 
post near Wankie. about 300 


miles west of Salisbury. She

LAHORE. Pakistan (UPI) - 
Three men hijacked an Indian 
Airlines plane carrying 84 
persons over India today and 
forced it to land in Pakistan 
They began releasing hostages 
who became ill after being con­ 
fined to the plane in sweltering 
heat for more than five hours 
The hijackers, who apparent­ 
ly wanted to fly to Libya, 
hijacked the Boeing 737 dunng 
a flight from New Delhi to 
Bombay and forced it to land in 
Lahore.

The hijackers, believed 
armed with pistols, released a 
German couple along with their 
child The woman was sick 
Another passenger listed as 
an Indian was released when he 
reportedly fainted. Two other 
Indians were also released, 
with one of them suffering from 
a heart condition. 


CAPE TOWN. South Africa 
(UPI* — Police shot and killed 
at least 22 colored demonstra­ 
tors Thursday — the highest 
daily death toll m the Cape 
Town area since racial unrest 
broke out in South Africa 12 
weeks ago. 
Police said one of the victims 
was an 8-year-old boy 
The term “colored” is used 
by the South African govern­ 
ment to describe persons of 
mixed race 


The shootings followed a 
warning by Premier John 
Vorster Wednesday that the 
government would crack down 
on racial violence if peace was 
not restored immediately 


The latest casualties raised 
the overall death toll to 327 
since rioting erupted June 16 in 
Soweto, an all-biack suburb 15 
miles south of Johannesburg 
The worst rioting Thursday 


occurred in Manenberg, a 
colored township eight miles 
from Cape Town, where 12 
persons were killed, including 
the 8-year-old boy Two youths 
died while trying to bum down a 
liquor store, police said. 
Police confirmed 22 persons 
were shot to death, but gave 
few details except to say that 
police 
sharpshooters have 
moved into some strategic 
points to pick off looters and ar­ 
sonists 
At Paarl, 12 miles from Cape 
Town, in the heart of rolling 
green vineyards, rioters 
smashed traffic lights and shop 
windows and tried to storm a

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in picket lines

Memphis teachers staged a 
one-day walkout today to press 
contract demands and altogeth­ 
er more than 23,000 teachers 
with the labor dispute blues 
walked picket lines. 
At least 500,000 students were 
affected by the walkouts. 
Memphis city teachers voted 
Thursday night to take a one- 
day work stoppage today in 
protest of low wage offers from 
the city Board of Education. 
They had rejected a strike op­ 
tion in secret balloting at a 
long, sometimes chaotic mass 
meeting but also rejected a set­ 
tlement. Another meeting was 
schedued for today. 
Another strike continued in 
Tennesee’s Bedford County. 
A teachers' strike in Seattle, 
Wash., — the first in the city’s 
history — entered its second 
day today. School officials kept 
schools open Thursday and said 
classrooms would be open to­ 
day. But a school spokesman 
said Thursday there “ certainly 
isn’t education as usual.” 
An estimated 170,000 Penn­ 
sylvania students in public and 
parochial schools remain on ex­ 
tended sum m er vacations 
because of an estimated 6,364 
teachers on strike in 23 state 
districts. 
In addition to the public 
school strikes, a walkout by the 
Philadelphia 
Archdiocese's 
1.200 lay teachers has affected 
30 Catholic high schools in 
Philadelphia, Chester, Delawa­ 
re, Bucks and Montgomery 
County and kept 52,000 students 
from classes. 
Talks between negotiators for 
2,000 striking school teachers 
and the Jersey City School 
Board broke 
off early today, 
hours before the teachers were 
expected to be served with an 
injunction ordering them to 
return to work. 
A spokesman for striking 
teachers said the school board 
had “ made an initial financial 
offer and then reneged on their 
first offer” when the teachers 
made a counter offer. 
Teachers in Indiana's Benton 
County voted Thursday night to

defy a court order and continue 
their strike, which affects 
about 3,000 students.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - En­ 
vironmentalists have asked a 
federal court to keep the 
government from building new 
tanks to store deadly nuclear 
wastes without first getting a 
license and preparing an en­ 
vironmental 
impact 
state­ 
ment. 
The Natural Resources De­ 
fense Council says the planned 
expansion is illegal because the 
Energy Research and Develop­ 
ment Administration ignored a 
law requiring licenses for 20 
proposed new tanks that would 
hold 22 million gallons of highly 


radioactive wastes. 
In a suit filed Thursday with 
U.S. District Court in Washing­ 
ton, the NRDC also said the 
planned expansion would be 
dangerous because it involves a 
type of tank that has proven 
likely to develop leaks. 
E R D A ’s plans call for putting 
12 of the new tanks at its Han­ 
ford 
reservation 
near 
R i­ 
chland, Wash., and eight of 
them at its Savannah River 
nuclear plant near Aiken, S.C. 
Hanford and Savannah River 
are the nation’s major atomic 
waste storage sites. 


The NRDC asked the court to 
bar construction of the tanks 
until ERDA gets a license from 
the Nuclear Regulatory Com­ 
mission and files an environ­ 
mental impact statement on the 
$199 million expansion project. 
Jim Jamieson of the NRDC’s 
western regional office in Palo 
Alto, Calif., told UPI in a 
telephone interview he doubts 
ERDA can get a license for the 
new tanks it plans to build 
because they would be con­ 
structed of the soft carbon 
steel. 
The NRDC suit was filed two 


days after a study conducted 
for the government found the 
present management of hazard­ 
ous nuclear waste is faulty and 
“ a cause for concern.” 
Jamieson said 18 existing 
carbon steel storage tanks at 
Hanford have developed leaks, 
pouring almost half a million 
gallons of radioactive material 
into the ground, and 14 others 
have beeri abandoned because 
of the threat of leaks. 
“ We believe that the waste 
material should not be put in 
the carbon steel tanks, that 
there is a superior alternative,” 


he said. “ That alternative is 
s t a i n l e s s 
steel 
sto r a g e 
tanks.” 
E R D A uses more durable 
stainless steel at a relatively 
small storage site in Idaho, but 
not for the tanks at Hanford and 
Savannah River where 95 per 
cent of the nation’s nuclear 
waste is stored. 
The existing carbon steel 
storage 
tanks 
were initially 
designed 
as a 
temporary 
measure. So far, the govern­ 
ment has no permanent plans 
for dealing with nuclear wastes 
such as plutonium which loses 


only half its radioactivity in 
24,000 years. 
Jamieson said the NRDC suit 
was 
designed 
in 
part 
“ to 
require ERDA to get serious 
about developing permanent 
storage.” 
The spokesman said ERDA 
considers the tanks “ interim 
storage for up to a 20-year 
period,” rather than long term 
storage for more than 20 years. 
But Jamieson said there ap­ 
peared to be “ no way” the 
waste could be removed from 
the proposed tanks in less than 
20 years.

D- 
Calif., and Lou Frey Jr , R- 
Fla., key sponsors of a measure 
which would make permanent 
the ban on television blackouts 
of games sold out 72 hours in ad­ 
vance, charged at a hearing 
before a special House Commit­ 
tee of Professional Sports that 
intensive lobbying by NFL 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle and 
owners such as Miami's Joe 
Robbie has blocked passage of 
the legislation in the closing 
days of Congress 


Van Deerlin contended that 
pro football spokesmen have 
lobbied successfully on the 
Senate side of Capitol Hill to 
pigeonhole the measure and 
“ they worked the corridors at 
the Democratic convention too.
